Provided, that in case of a tie between two ur 
more persons voted for. the Governor shall 
order a new election to sapply the vacancy 
made by such tie. .\nd the persons thus 
elected to the Legislative Assembly sbalil meet 
at such place and on such day as the Govern- 
or shall appoint ;”’ 

AxD, WuHexeas, by the eighth Section of the 
said act it ig enacted that in first instance the 
Governor alone may appoint all oflicers nut 
berem otherwise provided for, who shall bold 
their uffices until the end of the first session 
of the Legislative Assemouly, and shall lay off 
all necessary districts ior members of the 
Council and House of Representatives, and 
all other officers 

Anp, Wueneas, it is enacted by the fourteenth 

Section uf said act, that a Delegate to the 

House of Representutives of the United States, 

to serve during each Congress of the United 

States, may be elected by the voters qualified 

to elect members of the Legislative Assembly, 

who shall be entitled to the same rights aud 
privileges as are exercised and enjoyed by the 

delegates from the several other J'erritories ol 

the United states to the said House of Repre- 

sentatives. ‘Tbe first election shall be held at 
such time and places, and be conducted in 
such manner, as the Governor shall appoint 
and direct; aod at all subsequent elections 
the times, places, and manoer of holdiag the 
elections. shall be prescribed by law ‘The 
person having the greatest number of votes 
shall be declared by the Governor to be duly 
elected, aud a certificate thereof shall be given 

accordingly. i .

lt is further ordered and directed. that the 


Clerks of each election vrecinet, shall each keep] 


a hst of the names of all persons voting io their 
respective districts ; and each voter, as he offers 
his vote, shall announce his name in an audible 
voice to the Judge, or Judges, who receive his 
vote. and they shall announce it to the Clerks. 
and shall nut receive any other vote until the 
Clerks shall declare the name of such voter writ 
ten. 

he ballots may be written or printed. and 
shall contain the name of the candidate, and ol 
his office, in full. 

It is‘ further ordered and directed, that the 
constables of the several districts, i there be 
any.) shall attend the election in the precinct 
where they 1eside, for the purpose of preserving 
the public peace; and if none attend, then the 
Judges sball appoint one or more special con- 
stables. not exceeding tive in number, to perform 
that duty. And the said constables shall, when 
direct@d by the said Judges, summarily arrest 
any disorderly person, interrupting the proceed- 
icgs of suid meeting, or committing a breach of 
the peace, and detain him in custody, (but not 
depriving him of the right to vote, if he be a 
legal voter.) until the adjournment of said meet- 
ing, when said Judges shall make complaint 
against him before the proper officer, and cause 
him to be tried fur the offence. 

The polls shall be kept open until six o’clock 
P. N. of the day of election, and immediately af- 
ter the pulls are declared closed by the Judges 
of said eleetion, they shall proceed publicly to 
examine and count the votes.and see if the votes 
cast agree in number with the poll lists kept by 
the Cl rks, and if the votes so cast shall exceed 
in number the names on the poll list, the Judges, 
or some one of them, shall take indiscriminately 
from the ballots, a number sufficient to make the 
ballots and poll lists agree. ~ 

After.the public counting and examining of 
said votes, the Judges shall proceed to open and 
canvass, publicly, all the ballots cast, and skall 
read, in an audible voice, all of the names on 
each ballot, and shall count the number given 
for each.candidate. And the Clerks shall set 
down in their poll books, the name of the parson

And the Judges of Election shall then enclose 
and seal the other poll-buok, under cover, di- 
rected to the Judge of Probate of the district ip 


sealed should be conveyed by one of sad Judges, 
or (Clerks, as aforesaid, to said Judge of Probate, 
Within the time above mentioned, und shall be 
deposited in his ı fice, subject to tbe inspection 
Í any elector who may wish to examine it. 

And if avy Judge or Clerk of any election, at 
which he shall have sworo as Judge or Clerk to 
carry the poll-books. as aforesaid, shall fail or 
neglect to deliver said poll-bouks, as aforesaid, 
he shall, for such offence, forfeit and pay the 
sum of five hundred dollars, for the use of the 
Territory, to be recovered by an action of debt 
in the name of the Territory, in the proper Dis- 
trict Court 

And, whereas. certain legal voters of this Ter- 
ritory are pow engaged in a campaign against 
the hostile Indians, such persons shall have the 
night to vote for all ouwtcers for whom they could 
legally vote in their respective precincts, in the 
tanner following : 

They shall. on the day of election, at the time 
berein fixed for the opening of the polls, proceed- 
to elect three Judges of Election, who shall im- 
mediately give public notice of the hour of such 
day. and the place, when and where they will 
open the polls, and they shall appoint Clerks, 
and shall receive, canvass and recurd the votes, 
and conduct tbe election. as nearly as may be, in, 
cunformity to the foregoing provisions; and 
shall, in ike manner. cause to be delivered to the 
Secretary of the ‘l'erritory ; the poll-bouks. kept, 
certified. and sealed up in accordance with these 
provisions, and in the manner hereinbefore pro- 
vided. -
